vials of his wrath upon your Head, but rather give you peni- 
tent Hearts, if you have not.finned out your Day: Oh! that 
there were ſuch an heart in you as would ſtrip you-out of your 
Pharifaical long Robes, cloath you wich Sackcluth and 
Aſhes upon your Heads, and try mightily unto God, as the 
Men of Nine uch did, that God may turn from you his fiery

the wiſe Judge who is your example in your Court- proceed- 
ings, whether Chriſt or Antichriſt according to your profe ſſed 
Rule, v:z. the Scriptures, 

And if you prevail upon any, wo through Fear of your 
Whip do outwardly conform to your Worſhip, contrary to 
the Perſwaſions of their own Hearts; do not you thereby make 
them Hypocrites, and twofold more the Children of the De- 
vil then before? God hath turned the Hearts of many from 
you, and hath commanded them to offer a Sacrifice to him out 
of the Borders of Egypr, even in the Wilderneſs, which is to- 
wards the Red Sea, in the Way to the Land of Canas?s, and 

your Purſuit of them here, v ill be to your own overthrow, as
